uothing very definite, nor did, it rise to 
avery high level. The speakers were the 
Earl of Gazwanvon, tho Earl of Dux. 
raven, Lord Knvutsrogp, the Earl of 
Dersr, and the Earl of Kmpecener. Tord 
Carnazvon bas recéntly. returned from 
a visit to Australia, ond special interest 
therefore attached. to what be had to say. 
But bis Lordship appears not to have form- 
ed any very definite opinions on the subject, 
though be hag, like every one alse, a strong 
desire to see a friendly solution of tho ques- 
tion brought about. He said there were two 
sidea to the question, the Chinese view and 
the Australian view; and these he proceaded 
to stite. Astothe Obincsa view, be said 
Uthat “about twenty-five or thirty years 
ago, wo - campelled: the Qhinese, at the 
mouth of the .cannon, to. receiva our 
traders, and, of couree, thera did seem 
to ba an. incousistéicy that they. were 
refused leave to ‘lind on Britiah-soil.
